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Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant has amended the claims to stipulate that the claimed composition 
contain a mud building agent, which may be a specific class of clay according to claim 9 
but barite and bentonite are among other alternatives typically employed as this type of 
additive. 

Though mud building agents are a usual component of well drilling fluids, the Qu 
disclosure is directed to fracturing fluids and it is unclear as to why one of ordinary skill 
would be motivated to add the type of materials ordinarily associated with mud building 
agents to a fracturing fluid. Accordingly, the rejections over Qu are hereby withdrawn. 

An updated survey of the prior art did not yield a reference more germane than 
those already of record though Peiffer et al., U.S. Patent # 4,627,926 and Miller et al., 
U.S. Patent # 6,605,570 are cited as being of general interest. Insofar as these and the 
prior art cited during this prosecution fail to even render obvious the instant invention, 
claims 1, 3, 6-9, and 11-18 are deemed allowable.
